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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1970 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1970. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Live  Birth  Rate  was  15.4  (slightly  lower  than  last  year)  compared 
with  16  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  was  14  as  compared  with  13  for  England  and 
Wales  but  it  is  lower  than  last  year.  Of  these  nine  still  births  all  were 
hospital  deliveries,  and  only  two  were  illegitimate.  Five  were  due  to  abnor¬ 
malities  of  the  placenta  and  cord,  one  was  due  to  foetal  anoxia  associated 
with  pre-eclamptic  toxaemia,  one  was  associated  with  congenital  abnor¬ 
mality,  and  two  were  due  to  foetal  anoxia,  the  cause  of  which  was 
unknown.  There  did  not  appear  to  be  any  adverse  social  factors  in  these 
cases  other  than  illegitimacy  in  two.  The  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants 
under  one  year  was  22  per  thousand  as  compared  with  10  per  thousand 
for  legitimate  infants.  It  is,  however,  heartening  to  see  that  the 
illegitimate  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  22  as  compared  with  26  for  England 
and  Wales.  One  cannot  help  but  feel  that  this  high  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  for  illegitimate  children  is  in  large  part  associated  with  the  difficult 
social  conditions  met  with  by  unmarried  mothers  who  keep  their  babies; 
for  example,  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  housing  accommodation  result¬ 
ing  in  their  living  in  overcrowded  conditions.  This  undoubtedly  leads 
to  poor  health  both  physical  and  mental. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  per  thousand  live  births  for  Respiratory 
Infections  was  4.8  as  compared  with  9.4  last  year,  but  it  is  still  high 
compared  with  none  in  1968  and  2.9  in  1966. 

The  Death  Rate  was  13.7  as  compared  with  11.7  for  England  and 
Wales.  Ill  deaths  were  due  to  Coronary  disease  as  compared  with  105  last 
year.  There  were  22  deaths  due  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus,  as 
compared  with  15  in  1969.  According  to  'the  Report  of  the  Royal  College 
of  Physicians  on  Smoking  and  Health,  liability  to  coronary  disease  is 
approximately  twice  as  great  in  cigarette  smokers  as  in  non-smokers,  and 
is  related  to  the  number  of  cigarettes  smoked,  to  inhalation  and  to  the 
age  of  starting  to  smoke. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  admit  one  old  lady  of  80,  living 
alone,  and  in  need  of  care  and  attention,  to  Victoria  Hospital,  under 
Section  47  of  this  Act.  She  decided  to  remain  voluntarily. 

Infectious  Disease  — -  Prevalence  and  Prophylaxis 

Infective  Hepatitis 

In  this  the  second  year  of  notification  46  cases  were  notified,  com¬ 
pared  with  11  in  1969.  Of  these,  16  cases  were  in  the  5  to  9  age  group  and 
14  cases  were  in  the  10  to  14  age  group.  Five  food  handlers  “family  con¬ 
tact”  were  excluded  from  employment  and  compensation  paid. 

Food  Poisoning 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  only  ;one  case  was  notified  compared  with 
14  in  1969. 

Measles 

In  1970,  551  cases  of  measles  were  notified  as  compared  with  52  in 
1969.  Measles  tends  to  show  a  “biennial  upsurge”  and  this  was  an  “up¬ 
surge”  even  compared  with  1968.  The  supply  of  measles  vaccine  was  erratic 
in  1969  and  on  20th  November,  1969  vaccine  was  withdrawn.  During  1970, 
however,  592  immunisations  were  carried  out  as  opposed  to  266  in  1969. 
One  hopes  that  in  1972  the  upsurge  of  cases  will  be  much  less  obvious, 
particularly  in  the  lower  age  groups  where  this  disease  can  be  a  serious 
one. 

Once  again,  I  would  plead  with  the  parents  of  the  area  to  have  YOUR 
child  immunised  against  Measles — many  of  you  have  responded  well  but 
there  are  yet  many  we  want  to  see. 


Tuberculosis 

Three  new  cases  were  notified  during  1970,  only  one  being  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  This  brought  the  rate  per  100,000  population  for  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  to  2.47%  compared  with  19.7%  last  year. 

In  spite  of  these  encouraging  figures  one  must  not  be  lulled  into  false 
security  and  again  I  must  ask  the  parents  of  the  District  to  make  use  of 
the  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme  for  school  children. 

Diphtheria,  Smallpox,  and  Poliomyelitis  remain  absent. 

Perhaps  the  most  effective  way  of  keeping  an  endemic  disease  “at 
bay”  is  to  immunise  and  vaccinate  the  population  against  it  where 
possible.  Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis  are  very  good  examples  of  this. 

Equally  this  is  a  good  way  of  keeping  a  disease  not  normally  present 
in  a  community  from  entering  that  community.  Lastly,  therefore,  I  would 
ask  the  people  of  this  District  to  remain  the  “socially  conscientious 
people”  they  are  and  have  themselves  immunised  and  vaccinated  before 
they  travel  abroad  either  for  business  or  holiday  purposes. 

In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Briscoe  and  his  staff  for  their 
willing  help  during  the  year. 

My  sincere  thanks  also  go  to  Miss  Severn  who  retired  in  September 
after  35  years  service.  I  am  sure  Dr.  McKean  and  Dr.  Young  would  join 
me  in  wishing  her  a  long  and  happy  retirement.  It  is  a  pleasure  to 
welcome  Mrs.  Coupe  into  the  vacancy  created  by  Miss  Severn’s  retirement 
and  hope  she  will  be  happy  in  her  new  role. 

In  November,  1970  Mrs.  Griffiths  left  to  have  her  first  baby  and  I 
would  like  to  thank  her  once  again  for  her  cheerful  service  in  this  depart¬ 
ment.  I  would  like  to  welcome  Mrs.  Ainger  and  Miss  Duchar  to  the 
Department  and  hope  they  will  be  happy  here. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  W.  Laughton,  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
and  Chief  Officers  and  their  staffs  for  their  help. 

To  Dr.  Lockett,  County  Medical  Offcer,  I  express  sincere  thanks  for 
his  help  on  many  occasions.  I  am  grateful  to  his  staff  both  at  County  Hall 
and  Sutton  Clinic  for  their  willing  help. 

It  was  with  sorrow  that  we  heard  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Sanderson  in 
December,  so  soon  after  her  retirement  as  School  Nurse  in  July. 

To  the  General  Practitioners  of  Sutton-in-Ashfield  I  would  like  to  say 
“thank  you”  for  their  help  and  co-operation  on  so  many  occasions.  It  was 
with  great  sadness  that  we  heard  in  December  that  Dr.  McKean,  General 
Practitioner  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  this  Authority  for  many 
years,  had  become  seriously  ill. 

To  Mr.  Holland  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  and  to  the 
whole  Council,  I  would  like  to  express  my  very  sincere  thanks  for  their 
loyal  support  during  the  year.

Population 

Although  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  155,  the  mid-year  estimate 
of  the  Registrar  General  showed  a  decrease  of  80.  There  were  9  less 
deaths  and  10  fewer  births  than  in  1969. 


Births 

The  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  was  slightly  lower  for  legiti¬ 
mate  births  at  14.6  compared  with  14.8  last  year.  The  rate  for  illegitimate 
births  was  the  same  at  1.1.  The  total  birth  rate  of  15.7  was  lower  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales  at  16.00. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  per  cent  of  total  live  births  was  slightly 
lower  at  7%  compared  with  7.1%  last  year,  but  is  still  lower  than  the 
8%  for  England  and  Wales. 

67%  of  notified  births  were  in  hospital  to  which  420  mothers  were 
admitted. 
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Maternal  Deaths 


There  were  no  Maternal  Deaths  in  1970,  compared  with  one  in  1969. 


Premature  Births 

Compared  with  46  last  year,  43  of  the  infants  born  alive  were  prem¬ 
ature  by  weight  and  included  two  sets  of  twins.  Nine  of  the  births  were 
at  home.  There  were  three  deaths  compared  with  five  last  year. 


Two  of  the  three  deaths  were  in  the  second  lightest  weight  group, 
birth  weights  1.24  kgms.  and  1.38  kgms.  The  weight  of  the  third  infant 
was  1.56  kgms. 


The  survival  rate  was  93%  compared  with  89%  in  1969.

Still  Births 

There  were  9  still  births,  one  less  than  last  year.  Two  were  illegiti¬ 
mate.  Six  of  the  births  were  premature  by  weight.  All  the  confinements 
were  in  Hospital. 


The  rate  was  still  high  being  14  per  thousand  live  and  still  births, 
compared  with  the  rate  of  13  for  England  and  Wales.  However,  9  is  the 
lowest  number  recorded  here,  the  lowest  number  previously  being  10, 
which  was  recorded  in  1954  and  1969.

The  perinatal  mortality,  which  is  the  combined  rate  for  still  births 
and  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week,  was  19  per  thousand  live  and  still 
births  compared  with  23  for  England  and  Wales.  However,  this  was  lower 
than  our  1969  rate  of  26. 
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Deaths  of  Infants  under  One  Year 

There  were  7  infant  deaths,  three  less  than  last  year.  The  rate  was 
11  per  thousand  live  births,  compared  with  18  for  England  and  Wales, 
and  15.93  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  Nottinghamshire.  One  infant  was 
recorded  by  the  Registrar  General  as  illegitimate. 

In  the  early  neo-natal  group,  all  three  deaths  were  premature  and 
died  between  four  hours  and  four  days. 

The  other  four  infants  deaths  were  in  the  age  group  one  month  and 
over.  One  had  been  a  premature  birth  and  the  ages  of  the  four  infants 
ranged  from  1  to  6  months.  The  cause  of  death  in  one  infant  was  deter¬ 
mined  after  post  mortem  examination  on  the  instructions  of  the  Coroner.

There  were  3  suicides  compared  with  7  in  1969.  Two  were  males  and 
1  female,  ages  ranging  from  51  to  60  years.  One  died  as  a  result  of 
barbiturate  poisoning,  another  by  salicylate  poisoning  and  the  third 
by  asphyxia. 

Fatal  accidents,  other  than  motor  vehicle  accidents,  but  including 
accidents  in  the  home,  totalled  4,  compared  with  5  'last  year.  One  was  a 
female  aged  88  years,  who  fell  in  the  bedroom  at  home,  and  another 
femalle  aged  85  years  fractured  her  left  collar  bone.  The  third  case  was  a 
female  aged  85  years  who  died  from  an  accidental  fracture  of  the  skull. 
The  other  case  was  a  male  aged  86  years,  who  died  from  carbon  monoxide 
poisoning,  as  a  result  of  a  fire  in  the  home.

Water  Supply 

Three  caravan  sites  are  supplied  by  standpipe,  all  other  houses  have 
direct  supply  from  the  mains. 

The  Central  Nottinghamshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for 
supplying  the  District  with  sufficient  water  of  wholesome  quality.  The 
Chief  Engineer  has  supplied  the  following  information  : — 

“  The  water  supply  within  the  area  of  your  Authority  has  been 
generally  satisfactory  in  both  quality  and  quantity.  Isolated  incidents 
of  low  pressure  have  occurred  from  time  to  time,  but  these  have 
been  oif  a  minor  nature. 

No  contamination  of  supplies  has  occurred  within  the  area. 

The  area  of  your  Authority  is  supplied  with  varying  amounts 
of  water  from  four  sources,  these  being  : — 

1.  Far  Ba'ulker  Pumping  Station; 

2.  Normans  Hollow  Pumping  Station; 

3.  Rushley  Pumping  Station; 

4.  Budby  Pumping  Station. 

These  supplies  are  not  likely  to  result  in  plumbo-solvent  action. 

Tests  carried  out  some  time  ago  showed  that  there  was  no 
fluoride  iin  the  water  supplies  of  Far  Baulker,  Normans  Hollow  and 
Budby  Pumping  Stations,  but  that  the  water  from  Rushley  Pumping 
Station  contained  0.10  parts  per  million  of  fluoride  as  fluorine.  No 
fluoridation  to  the  Board’s  sources  has  yet  been  carried  out. 

Details  of  consumption  and  mains  extensions  were  contained  in 
the  Board’s  Annual  Report  for  1969/70.” 

The  Board  operates  a  twenty-four  hour  emergency  call  service  on 
telephone  numbers  Mansfield  22412-22415. 
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Forty-nine  samples  from  the  mains  supply  taken  in  this  District  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors  were  examined  bacteriologically  and  one 
chemically.  All  were  satisfactory.

Sewage  Disposal 

The  Unwin  Road  Works  have  continued  to  produce  final  effluents 
within  the  standards  laid  down  by  Trent  River  Authority.  The  scheme 
for  the  conversion  of  the  cold  digestion  plant  to  heated  digestion 
proceeded  during  the  year,  and  the  gas  burners  were  put  into  use  for 
the  first  time  during  November,  using  town’s  gas  to  heat  the  contents 
of  the  tank  to  obtain  an  operative  temperature.  It  was  anticipated  that 
the  plant  would  be  in  full  operation  within  three  months. 

The  installation  of  two  new  high  intensity  aeration  cones  at  the 
Skegby  Works  has  resulted  in  a  more  consistent  effluent  quality  being 
produced  at  the  plant.  Towards  the  close  of  the  year  it  became 
apparent  that  ground  movement  was  again  taking  place  due  to  mining 
operations  affecting  the  site. 

Work  commenced  in  June  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  Huthwaite 
Works,  and  progress  was  such  that  it  was  expected  that  the  flow  would 
be  turned  into  the  new  “Passveer”  Ditch  for  purification  very  early  in  1971. 

Rainfall 

The  total  rainfall  for  1970  was  26.70”,  compared  with  the  average 
for  the  past  56  years  of  28.84”.  The  driest  month  was  May  with  0.38”,  and 
the  wettest  month  was  November  with  5.46”.  Measurable  rain  was 
recorded  on  171  days  during  the  year. 
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HOUSING 


Housing  accommodation  was  provided  for  316  families,  304  in  relets 
and  12  in  new  dwellings.  The  number  of  applications  outstanding  at  the 
end  of  the  year  had  increased  by  48. 

Houses  built  by  private  enterprise  amounted  to  126. 

Housing  Manager’s  Report : 

During  1970,  12  one-bed  single  aspect  bungalows  and  15  site  garages 
were  built.  The  clearance  of  aluminium  bungalows  from  the  Greensfields 
area  was  continued,  35  of  these  have  now  been  demolished  and  only  9 
now  remain.  Improvements  to  Sheepwash  Lane  and  Percival  Crescent 
Bungalows  were  completed.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1970 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1970;  and  as  usual  the  full 
statistical  detail  of  the  work  of  the  department  is  shown  under  the 
various  headings. 

In  my  last  report,  mention  was  made  of  the  introduction  of  work 
study  in  the  Public  Cleansing  Services  of  Rdfuse  Collection  and  Disposal, 
Salvage,  Cesspools  and  Nightsoil.  We  have  now  had  an  opportunity  to 
study  a  full  years  operation  of  the  scheme,  and  it  is  only  fair  to  say 
that  very  little  adjustment  has  been  needed  and  all  the  workmen  have 
settled  down  to  the  new  arrangements. 

Housing  work  has  always  had  a  high  priority  in  the  Department  and 
the  year  under  review  has  been  no  exception.  Every  possible  effort  is 
being  made  by  all  concerned  to  keep  up  the  work  of  property  improve¬ 
ments;  and  106  houses  were  modernised  in  the  year  bringing  the  total 
number  of  improvement  grants  paid  by  this  authority  to  1,534.  It  is  a 
fact  that  most  of  these  were  standard  grants  but  we  are  hoping  to  see 
a  much  greater  demand  for  the  new  discretionary  grants  when  the  real 
advantages  of  this  type  of  improvement  are  fully  appreciated.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  the  Ministry  intend  that  local  authorities  should 
consider  the  improvement  of  older  houses  in  a  completely  different 
approach  to  that  laid  down  by  previous  legislation.  Whereas  the  old 
concept  of  house  improvement  was  the  provision  of  bathroom  and  basic 
amenities,  the  new  arrangements  allow  grant  to  be  paid  on  other 
necessary  improvements  and  major  items  of  repair,  so  that  older  houses 
can  now  be  made  into  really  good  living  units  until  the  end  of  the 
century.  The  generous  financial  assistance  now  offered  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  for  good  quality  improvement  should  prove  a  greater  incentive 
to  landlords  to  improve  their  properties,  particularly  in  view  of  the 
more  realistic  rents  which  are  now  possible  when  the  property  is  good 
enough  for  the  issue  of  a  qualification  certificate. 

The  Martyn  Avenue  Smoke  Control  Area  was  confirmed  by  the 
Ministry  during  the  year,  and  the  Sutton  Junction  Area  was  declared 
by  the  Council  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation.  It  is  hoped 
that  the  previous  delays  due  to  shortage  of  smokeless  fuel  will  be  elim¬ 
inated  by  the  date  promised,  and  that  the  programme  of  smoke  control 
can  now  proceed  more  quickly. 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  the  Department 
staff,  to  the  Medical  Officer  and  to  all  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
support  and  encouragement.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION 


This  service  has  worked  smoothly  and  again  maintained  a  regular 
weekly  collection  from  all  premises,  apart  from  the  normal  arrears  after 
the  statutory  Bank  Holidays.  All  the  teams  throughout  the  year  have 
maintained  a  regular  standard  performance  and  earned  a  corresponding 
bonus. 

There  is  some  doubt  at  the  moment  as  to  whether  the  spare  labour 
pool  is  likely  to  be  sufficient  to  cope  with  all  the  increased  duties.  A  small 
spare  labour  pool  is  soon  unbalanced  by  even  one  man  who  may  become 
chronically  sick  for  a  long  period,  and  it  is  now  obvious  that  our  present 
estimate  of  standby  labour  will  have  to  be  re-examined.  One  other  impor¬ 
tant  factor  which  becomes  very  obvious  from  this  new  measured  system 
is  the  effect  on  transport.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  amount  of  repair 
work  increases  and  the  maintenance  of  vehicles  must  now  be  regular  and 
thorough.  All  future  transport  on  this  iservice  will  have  to  be  carefully 
chosen  to  ensure  that  it  is  capable  of  dealing  with  the  ever  increasing 
bulk,  and  the  tough  usage  to  which  it  is  bound  to  be  subjected. 

The  Department  are  now  finding  an  enormous  increase  in  the 
requests  for  assistance  and  removal  of  waste  under  the  Civic  Amenities 
Act  and  this  is  perhaps  a  good  thing  as  it  tends  to  reduce  the  amount  of 
cleaning  up  required  on  the  unauthorised  tipping  sites  which  seem  to 
appear  constantly. 


Refuse  Disposal 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  report  very  little  progress  is  being  made  with 
regard  to  the  joint  scheme  of  refuse  disposal  with  a  neighbouring 
authority.  I  feel  that  it  is  a  great  pity  that  the  option  on  this  large  area  of 
quarry  land  offering  such  enormous  advantages  for  a  long  term  pro¬ 
gramme  of  efficient  tipping  should  be  in  danger  of  slipping  from  the 
control  of  the  local  authorities  concerned.
